Tbe International Hotel Aaaatxlt Case. 

George Carter, a mulatto, recently from Austra- 
lia, yesterday uppe ircrt in the Police Court to an- 
swer a charge of havinn assaulted Mr, Chadwick, 
proprietor, of the International Hotol. 

. From the evidence brought forward it appeared 
that Carter had visited the hotel on several oeca- 
siona to see a sick friend, and hud sat down in the 
sitting room, greatly to Ihe annoyance of the pro- 
prietor of the hotel and the guests. When re- 
quested to leave he refused to comply until he got 
ready, and on Monday, when again requested to 
withdraw, lio again declined, and was forcibly 
ejected by Mr. Chadwick, who, during tho aculHo 
which ensued, received several severe blows in the 
face from the accused. 

For the defence the prisoner called three white 
friends, one of whom swore that Chadwick struck 
Carter several times; but this witness' evidence 
waa disputed by a lady residing opposite to the 
hotel, who staled that Ch.idwiek was knocked 
senseless, and therefore oiiuld not have assaulted 
Carter. 

Till" pri'^^nei' made a shiteinent to the (,oiirt to 
tho I H'ect lliat icviw^ tlie siun of " hotel " over tho 
door, and helievlim tliistu he an Knglish colony, 
he had entered. When ordered out, he naked tho 
reason, and was told it was because he was a 
colored man. AVhere he (the nboused) come from. 
If a man put " hotel " over his door, the house 
was regarded as open to the public. 

Mr. Chadwick remarked Ihiit.his " hotel " was a 
private hoarding-house — ha sold no spirits, and 
only paid a trading license. 

■fho Court said thai ihe colored man .spemcJ to 
have mistaken his L'oiirso. Had ho not received 
notice on several nceahioiii; tint hi.t iire.senee w.is 
not desirable, there iiiiu'ht he soine exeiise loiiiid 
for his cniuluct, hot at ijicuenl (here iipii 'iireil In 
be nothing in palliation. Mr. Ohadwick had a 
right to keep what he pleased— a house exclusive- 
ly for the arcomniodalinn of cither race — or eats, | 
if he preferred them — and no person had a riglit i 
lo interfere with him so long as it was not an I 
hotel. [ 

Prisoner replied 'hat it looked very strange to I 
him Ihat bocausc he wu<i a coh'red man ht- was | 
not allowed lo enter an hotel, Had Mr. Chadwick : 
put him out nf his hotel in .Melbourne, he would 
have been heavily fined uiid his house closed. 

.Mr. Pcinlicrtou, in p.is.siiiir jmlument, said that 
no one reuTetted mure than tlic Court the presen' 
state of feeling towards Ihe colored people and 
thouiiht it wrong to oppress Ilsem becausB of their 
color ; hut 2Veryli(Kly Imd a right to choose his 
own company, and could not be compelled to as- 
snciiitc with those he did not wish to know. The 
Court did notlend Its Influence lo one side or the 
other, and 8o far as the magistrate wus personally 
concerned he had no objection to ass.ieiaie with a 
man of color 80 long as he m-;i« respeetable and 
behaved himself, and he could no; see wliy they 
were not admitted into sociely. A.-^ rei;;iT rled the ,ir.- 
sault, it seemed niicalli d for and w.iiild serve to 
injure Ihe colored cause very inueh in tnis coniimi- 
nity. For the sake of the colored people he re- 
gretted the occurrence. The accused was then 
fined £5, which he paid and wus discharged.
